Dr. Hanna Says — 
‘War Inevitable’ 


Dr. Paul R. Hanna, Professor | 
of Education, Stanford Univer- | 
sity, spoke before a general school | 
assembly July 5 at 11:30 a.m. Dr. | 
Hanna stated that after his re- | 
cent European trip, he was cer- 
tain that war with Russia was 
inevitable due to the incompati- 
bility of the communist and demo- 
cratic ideologies. He also said 
that he believed the invasion of 
Korea to be a test of the demo- 
cratic nations of the world. After 
his talk before the assembly, Dr. 
Hanna spoke at greater length 
to the members of the Instruction- 
al Laboratories, the group respon- 
sible for his visit.

Harold B. Roberts, director of 
the summer session, states that 
1,325 students are enrolled for 
the 1950 summer session. This 
includes 180 students who are |! 
attending classes held at Mather 
Air Force Base as a part of ‘Oper- 
ation Bootstrap,’ the Air Force’s 
educational program. 
The enrollment figure repre- | 
sents a 55 per cent increase over 
the 856 who attended last year. 
To meet the needs of the e¢n- | 
larged student body, the resident 
faculty for the summer session | 
has been augmented by the addi- 
tion of 23 visiting instructors.

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TO THE STUDENTS: 

You and I know that summer sessions, or any school ses- 
sions for that matter, don’t just happen. They require planning 
and organizing. They require cooperative action and the shar- 
ing of responsibility. The 1950 Summer Session is, of course, 
no exception. Evidence indicates that plans for it were laid 
a year or more ago. For instance, the faculty prepared evalua- 
tions of the 1949 session and recommended changes where 
changes:might make the 1950 session better. The Director of 
the 1949 session prepared an extensive report with additional 
recommendations for 1950. Last fall, several county superin- 
tendents responded to requests for suggestions for making 
the summer session functional and practical. Many supervisors, 
superintendents, teachers, and principals contributed ideas. 

Now the 1950 Summer Session is about two-thirds over. If 
it has been a success, the credit goes to a great many people, 
including you and the indefatigable facuity. If it has not been 
successful, nothing much can be done about it now. But the 
success of the Session relates more to the results than to the 
planning. The measure of success is to be found in the extent 
to which your needs and requirements will have been fullfilled. 
If you are being served the way you expect to be served, the 
session is good. If not, it is not so good. It is that simple. And 
the answer lies with you. 

So will you tell us? Will you write us a note? Will you jot 
down criticisms of this year or suggestions for next? Will you 
ask for things you would like to have and point things that 
have disturbed you? We know you are busy. There are less 
than two weeks left. You have term papers to write, references 
to read, and examinations to pass. But will you take five min- 
utes to write your criticisms and suggestions on a piece of paper 
and drop it in the box near Room 110 or hand it to any instruc- 
tor or secretary. 

We know things are not perfect. For example, we had to 
declare some classes closed too early and some classes are too 
large. Plans have already been made to help prevent that from 
happening next year. As a result, we probably will have pre- j 
registration. Summer Session catalogues may have pre-regis- 
tration blanks for you to send in, so we can be sure to have 
a large enough faculty and encugh class sections in 1951. 

A request has been received for some three-unit courses. 
Whether we can offer them is still a question, but we certainly 
appreciate the suggestion and will work on the problem.

The moral issue will not be settled when the fighting ceases. When 
we have Wilkie’s One World, the question will cease to become an 
issue.”
